The Ohioan’s announeem eht that 
he will devote his efforts to getting 
the bill killed apparently puts him 
on the side of Sen. W heeler (D) of 
Montana 
and 
those others who 
have indicated that, regardless of 
modifications, only the defeat of 
the adm inistration plan will satisfy 
them.

Greenawalt, Watkin, McKeever Say Criticisms Leave

For Violations; Offer ‘Proof’ It Isn’t True

30, 1940 — which included the last 
four months of the Copen haver- 
Hall-Biram regim e and the first 
four months of the present officials’ 
tenure. 
“Mr. Cham berlain’s neglect in 
not stating to what official he was 
referring has left an unfair im pres­ 
sion,” said Mr. Greenawalt. “that 
our adm inistration is guilty of in­ 
efficient, law-evading and unbusi­ 
nesslike practices.”

W atkin and Mr. McKeever pointed 
to these assertions: 
I.—“A proper effort should be

500 for the dog and kennel fund. 
Aside from the road and dog 
funds, the appropriations total $82,- 
900.40 for the three-m onth period. 
The commissioners two weeks 
ago drafted a tentative appropria­ 
tion for the year to u tin g $411,700 
for all funds, but this sum was larg­ 
e r than the budget commission is 
willing to certify as forthcoming. 
The budget commission still Is 
hunting for ways to boost its fig­ 
ure and is expected within the next 
few weeks to arrive a t an estim ate 
not far below the $411,700 figure. 
When this is done and when the 
trend in the legislature in regard 
to pending county-aid bills Is as­ 
certained. the comm issioners are 
expected to pass a supplem entary 
appropriation to carry the court­ 
house through the whole year.

is economy, be­ 
cause a one-mill levy, assessed for 
three years im properly, has been 
removed, depriving the county of 
about $80,000 in annual revenue.

March. 1937, electrified the indus­ 
try. Later he will meet executives

Demands Flood Headquarters 
Beyond confirming the fact the 
conferences will be held, Murray 
would not discuss the matter, ex­ 
cept inferentially 
by listing de­ 
m ands which be said have flooded 
headquarters of the Steel W orkers 
Organizing Comm ittee in resolu­ 
tions passed by the 1,100 locals. 
These the CIO leader listed as 
higher wages to m eet the increas­ 
ing cost of living, a closed (all- 
union) shop. liberalization of vaca 
tlons with pay and modifications 
to speed up machinery handling 
grievances.

continent are interpreted in many 
quarters as a reflection of British 
apprehension th a t Nazi eyes are 
fixed on Ireland. 
Conflicting Factors Cited 
T he opinion is expressed wide­ 
ly here that German transports 
from the channel port* and from 
Norway probably will attem pt to 
land troops and mechanised equip­ 
m ent under cover of darkness, 
while parachute troops and air- 
transported infantry descend simul­ 
taneously to seize strategic fly­ 
ing fields. 
Calculations as to the timing of 
any invasion attem pt are confused 
by conflicting factors. W inter's fog 
and long nights, for example, offer 
a shield to troop ships, but hinder 
aerial operations.

The board of eduoation Monday 
night approved a defense training 
program which will be undertaken 
in the local schools with funds pro­ 
vided by the federal government. 
According to the recom menda­ 
tions of H. O. Means, superintedent 
of schools, tbe proposed instruction 
for teaching trades and vocations 
needed in the program to build up 
national defense, probably will be 
confined to night classes. Th* cost 
of instruction and equipm ent and 
all other incidental expenses will 
be paid by the governm ent from a 
recent congressional appropriation. 
Th* Columbiana county national 
youth adm inistration has made a 
survey of 308 young men who are 
Interested in learning vocations or 
trades.

Limited 'Dictatorship’ Is Needed Now To Permit 


American People 'To Have Cake And Eat It, Too’

T 
HE government of the United 
States, whose head la the presi­ 
dent, is charged by the people of 
this country to 
accomplish 
two 
things to see to it that the Bri­ 
tish Empire and Commonwealth 
are not defeated and destroyed 
and to keep ut out of participation 
In the war aa active belligerents. 
Til at such la the will of an over­ 
whelming majority of the nation 
la not open to argument. The re­ 
cent election campaign furnished 
ample proof of it. Both candidates, 
the President and 
Mr. Winkle, 
made these two objectives 
the 
basis of their foreign policy; to 
do everything possible to ald Brit­ 
ain and not to go to war. 
After the election the President 
waited—for what tome of us felt 
was an unconscionable time—to 
allow public opinion to crystalize. 
He did not push it; he took a rest; 
he went on a cruise; he wg/i silent. 
In this vacuum, aa far as White 
House 
leadership 
went, 
public 
opinion did not retreat or change. 
On the contrary, It accumulated, 
ae every Gallup Poll shows. The 
realization of what a British defeat 
would mean to the United States 
became clearer and clearer. 
Even those who would diminish 
ald to Britain, even the outstand­ 
ing isolationists, like Sen. Wheel­ 
er, have been forced to mislead 
the people, unwittingly no doubt, 
by suggesting that an all-out effort 
by America might only prevent a 
“just peace" from being negotiated 
now. 
The “Just peace” which the sen­ 
ator outlined, however, presumes 
a complete British victory, for it

It la to achieve an objective 
while limiting the means of achiev­ 
ing It. “Do not let Britain be da- 
teated and do not go to war.” It 
is like saying “see that we have 
our cake and eat It, too." 
Yet It fa possible of accomplish­ 
ment and the instinct of the peo­ 
ple that it Is possible la not Billy. 
For the totalitarian states them­ 
selves have demonstrated the use­ 
fulness of such a program and by 
making their own concepts of In- 
ternational law, hava destroyed 
all precedents. 
The concept that a nation can 
be not neutral but non-belligerent 
was advanced by Muisollni—and 


vla-a-vls 
Europe, 
while she re­ 
mains an ally of China In the Far 
East.. Khe has turned herself into 
a granary and raw material hin­ 
terland for Germany and is mak­ 
ing every move In coordination 
with those of the Nazis. 
T 
HROUGH the Communist party 
In all countries, including our 
own—through such propaganda as 
he commands—Stalin is support­ 
ing the Nazis. And Communist ef­ 
forts in France, in this direction, 
were a contribution to the Ger­ 
mans of the first importance. 
At the same time, Stalin keeps 
his troops for moves wholly con­ 
cerned with the protection of Rus­ 
sian territory and interests and 
allows himself freedom of policy 
in other directions. When the war 
la over he hopes to emerge, still 
an a neutral, and with the advan­ 
tage of such a bargaining position. 
What Stalin is doing Is not Im­ 
possible and it is not stupid. And 
what we propose to do la not Im­ 
possible and not stupid, but ex­ 
tremely Intelligent. 
The President fully intends to 
carry through this very Imagina­ 
tive and very difficult mandate. 
But It demands completely uni­ 
fied command. It demands great 
elasticity, 
quick 
decisions, 
the 
pourer to move here and retreat 
there, boldness, speed and auth­ 
ority. It Involves risk—and the 
President did his country a serv­ 
ice when, In the address to con­ 
gress, be said so. It is also com­ 
pletely true that It involves less 
risk than any other conceivable 
policy. 
But the risk will vary In exact 
ratio to tho amount of coordina­ 
tion and efficiency which we can 
command.

lem of finding buyers for a half 
billion dollars worth of Latin-Amer­

1.—Creation of an Inter-Ameri­ 
can bank—an agency In which the 
various American nations would 
pool certain amounts of capital to 
bs available for financing new in­ 
dustries 
la 
Central 
and 
South 
America. 
2.—Creation of the Inter Amer­ 
ican 
development commisaion—a 
group of five industrialists repre­ 
senting North, South and Central 
America whose atma la to analyze 
the present economic plight of the 
continent from the purely busi­ 
ness 
viewpoint 
and 
formulate 
remedies. 
3.—Negotiation of a quota sys­ 
tem on coffee imports into the 
United States whereby the 14 cof­ 
fee producing countries of Latin 
America, agree, not without sacri­ 
fice in many cases, to divide a

million-bag

American 
coffee market among the produc­ 
ers of 27 million bags of coffee, 
thus wiping out cut throat compe­ 
tition for that market.

HIS is another of those occasions when we must 
request our gentlemen readers to move off over 
here Into a corner with us out of earshot of the ladles 
so we quietly and rationally may discuss a matter 
that we are sure is of deep concern to all mankind.

Appetite Series 
By Truman Twill 
\F T E R the comments on soup, which produced 
* a one accusation that a well-known canned soup 
outfit is behind the whole thing, It may seem greedy 
to wait quietly behind a door while the pans of fresh 
bread are turned out to cool In the kitchen. 
Only a fool would tackle the new loaves while they 
are steaming. An ordinary glutton knows enough to 
walt half an hour till they are Just pleasantly warm 
and have become firm enough to cut, although cut­ 
ting lan’t essential. There la much to be said for th* 
tearing method. In fact. 
This la where, the lady of the house being out of 
range, the fresh loaf is seized and a flaky brown 
nubbin of crust and alabaster filling la torn off one 
end. After nipping a few ragged edges to get int* 
the mood, the consumer spreads the rest thickly with 
fresh butter, dabs on about a pint of red-brown apple 
butter and sits down to ruminate about what an un- 
derprlvlleged lot the lotua-eatera must have been. 
There are other thing* to do with fresh home-baked 
bread, too. 
One of them is to cut off a slab about 
an Inch thick, cover it completely with butter, then 
cover the butter completely with a half Inch layer 
of moist, crumbly brown sugar, fold in the middle and 
chew well before swallowing. 
Some, in fact, can do everything they want to do 
with fresh bread without using anything but the 
bread. Itself. 
Early in bls career as a bread eater, 
the writer remembers well that on one occasion he 
consumed an entire loaf by thfe simple expedient of 
picking a hole In the end. extracting the bread by the 
handful without disturbing the crust, and aufferlng 
no ill effects other than a spanking—not for eating 
the bread but for concealing the deed and throwing 
Off the family * bread schedule with a hollow loaf. 
1\hen one stopt to think about bread, aa one hap­ 
pens to be doing right now, it is an unappreciated 
blessing. 
Home-baked bread almost has disappeared 
because when its existence wa* challenged by ready­ 
made bakery bread no one rose up to say, “This is 
an art that must be preserved." 
Baking bread, itself, 
suffers from the same carelessness. 
It ii so ubiquit­ 
ous that sometimes It attracts no more attention than 
one more platinum blonde; it la Just taken for 
granted. 
A world without breed would be a world without 
joy. 
What, for one thing, would the jelly. Jam and 
preserve eaters use for conveyers? 
And what would 
be done with spare gravy? And how would the na­ 
tion get along without toast?

EXAMINER STUDY 
TERMED ‘UNFAIR’ 


Report Declared ‘Not Clear’ 


As To Where Blame Lies

ulation of the number of Jobs and 
the salaries therefor—that in say­ 
ing there SHOULD be. the examin­ 
er was implying that there is not 
now such compliance. 
Didn't Specify Violations 
This the three officials denied, 
branding tbe false implication as 
an unfair report on the part of the 
examiner. 
“If we were not in strict com­ 
pliance with the law,” said Mr. 
Greenawalt, “why didn’t the exam­ 
iner say further in the report where 
we were not in strict compliance— 
why didn’t he point out what Job* 
and what salaries were being paid 
that were not autborixed by coun­ 
cil?” 
The three officials felt, too, that 
the examiner’s report was delayed 
too long in being released. 
Reviewing the history of the ex­ 
amination, Mr. Greenawalt said: 
“When we took office in January, 
1940, Examiner Ralph Ridgier was 
here. He was studying records only 
up to Aug. 31. 1939. but we wanted 
a complete audit up to the end of 
the year to let us get started off 
with the books up to date and so 
we could not In any way be con­ 
nected up to the previous regime 
In a future report such as we now 
have been. 
Asked. Extension Of Audit 
“We, the Chamber of Commerce 
and others asked the state auditor 
to have the examination extended 
to Dec. 31. A new examiner, Mr. 
Chamberlain, was sent and 
in­ 
structed to study the last four 
months of the former regime and 
tbe first four month* of ours. 
"This was not what we asked fot 
and we feared It would result in 
just what has happened — a con­ 
fusion as to who is to blame for 
whatever conditions Mr. Chamber­ 
lain might uncover and criticise. 
And we feel the wording of Mr. 
Chamberlain's report la not at all 
fair in that it make# no effort to 
list datea so that anyone reading 
tbe report can see readily who is 
to blame.” 
This point was illustrated by the 
fact that several items of "illegal 
expenditure of public funds” were 
listed — 81.895.70. $1,392.30. $3,781 
and $500—only with voucher num­ 
bers. 
Mr. McKeever pointed out that 
in every case the voucher number 
was that *of a transaction carried 
out prior to his occupancy of of­ 
fice or to the occupancy in office 
of City Engineer George Bloomgren 


who, by Implication in Mr. Cham­ 
berlain’s report, was being accused 
(since it wasn’t said he was NOT 
accused) of paying illegally for 
slag, limestone, asphalt, other road 
material and an air compressor. 
Not A Party To Dealt 
A similar study of voucher num­ 
bers shows, according to Mayor 
Greenawalt and Auditor McKeever. 
that the examiner’s complaint that 
“one can only assume that deliber­ 
ate efforts were made to use 
waterworks fund for illegal expen­ 
ditures” (Installation of hydrants, 
repairs and fittings) “should not 
have been hurled out openly into 
the air at everybody when actually 
this administration was not a party 
to those transactions.” 
Moreover. Mr. Chamberlain’s re­ 
port cited “considerable confusion” 
in connection with the deposit of 
receipts and disbursements from 
the swimming pool operation and 
construction funds” and, the mayor 
argued, this was a wholly unfair 
way of stating the situation for it 
placed the present administration 
under a shadow whereas, it is a 
fact that in 1940 the entire swim­ 
ming pool business was conducted 
by the park board and handled at 
the city hall only through routine 
manner at the auditor’s office.” 
’Thus there couldn’t have been 
any ’confusion’ in 1940 laid at the 
doors of our administration,” the 
mayor concluded. 
» 
A finding of $647.74 against the 
general fund in favor of the City 
hospital, Mr. McKeever said, can­ 
not be charged against the present 
administration as the voucher rec­ 
ords would show It was dated prior 
to Jan. I, 1940 The report did not 
state the date. 
Meeting Of Payrolls Defended 
All three city officials also felt 
Impelled to answer Mr. Chamber­ 
lain's criticism of their policy of 
what the officials called “meeting 
payrolls before paying back bills 
that somebody else ran up.” 
The examiner had said there was 
$5,451 due on ”hold-over” bills from 
1939 and that when the examina­ 
tion was closed In June he called 
officials’ attention to the fact there 


waa enough money on band to pay 
the bills and they “excused their 
action in not paying the bills by 
saying it was necessary to conserve 
their cash balance for future pay­ 
rolls.” 
The examiner called this policy 
“not of sound business practice.” 
The mayor and safety-director as­ 
serted that the $5,451 in back 1939 
bills was only a small part of the 
total 1939 bills remaining unpaid 
—that the deficit totaled $35,000 
in the general fund and $10,624.83 
in the waterworks. 
“We couldn’t see the windom of 
taking all our cash and paying only 
a part of the bills and make city 
employes go without pay checks— 
especially since we couldn’t clean 
up all the back bills anyway.” 
The examiner’s criticism of the 
practice of installing fire hydrants 
with waterworks money the city 
officials called an 
“unimportant 
technicality” , because “it’s all the 
city’s money anyway” and they 
pointed out that that is a general 
practice which, while technically 
incorrect, at least “saves our very 
limited fire department funds for 
fire fighting".

The senate scheduled a short.ses­ 
sion to receive new bills and pos­ 
sibly to take up the revised partial 
appropriation bill. 
Salaries of state employes and 
legislators for 1941 can begin as 
soon as Gov.
